DISAPPEARING FAST 



Shows Slides Illustrating 

Austerity And Beauty of 
t Ancient Dwellings 

Beauty and charm of old Quebec 
lionne» and furnllilro was pointed out 
by Professor Kamsay Traquair of tho 
Department of Architecture, In the 
last of a series of lectures under Ilia 
iiusplcrs of llio Graduates' Society, In 
Mo.vimj Hall ycstcn'ay aftornoon. 11c 
rpoko warmly of tho necessity of pre- 
nerving tlioso relics, and how they am 
cfien wantonly wasted. 

Houses of really old age are few In 
Quebec, eald tho speaker, and these 
nro disappearing fast. He blamed this 
depletion on tho apathy of tho aver- 
age) citizen, who rares iltllc for tho 
preservation of antiquity. Modern 
necessity is too often advanced as in 
«•xcuse, hut tho majority of these 
houses do not Interfere with twentieth 
century Ufa. 

Study Difficult 

At tho beginning of his lecture Pro- 
lessor Traquair spoke of tho difficulty 
tho student meets, when he attempts 
to Btudy old houses. Churches usual- 
ly leave, a record of tho past, hut • 
house can lie built, bought, and sold 
without written mention. Dato atonic 
are not reliable, for they aro often 
used In tho construction of a later 
house. 

Slides wero shown, illustrating the 
outsldes and Interior of old French- 
Canadian dwellings. The first few 
depicted tho Hôpital -General at Que 
bec, a Seventeenth Century construc- 
tion. It is built of irtone and woofl, 
and still contains fragments of anci- 
ent work. 

Old Pawter Survival 

Tables In this hospital are set with 
old pewter, nnd once a year a dinner 
is held during which only tho old 
powter dishes aro used. Tho panel- 
ling belongs to 1680, and is of pine, 
darkened by ago to a beautiful ruddy 
colour. The doors are arched, with 
wrought Iron hingis projecting. 

Tho tables themselves txi'.ong to the 
late Seventeenth Century. They are 
black with age. They aro long and

Dr. Kiang Forms 
Chinese Society 

Branch of Hung Tao To Be 
Organised Here Thursday 

The Montreal branch of tho Hung 
Tao Society will be officially organ- 
ized on Thursday evening next, the 
meeting being held at 1561 Bishop 
Street, commencing at G o'clock. As 
the namo implies, tho society Is one 
dovoted to the rtudy of Chinese learn- 
ing and thought. 

Dr. Kiang Kang-hu, in an interview 
en Saturday last, outlined tho history 
Of tho organization. The nr mo, "Hung 
Tao," was known as far back as the 
■time of tho Sung dynasty, about 1100 
A.D., although the present society was 
founded by Dr. Kiang at tho Univer- 
sity of Peking, in' 1905. Its purpose 
was for tho study of Taoism and other 
Chlneso philosophy, but topics of gen- 
eral interest wero introduced, papers 
wcro read and discussed and social 
activities consequently embraced. 
Thero aro now at least ten branches 
In China, and ono in Japan. 

Tho first branch outsldo of China 
was formed at tho University of Cali- 
fornia In 1015. All officers wore elect- 
ed from local residents, tho chairman 
being Dr. John Prycr, father of Pro- 
fessor C. E. Fryer. Department of 
History, McGill University, Regular 
lectures wero given by Dr. Kiang, un- 
lit hie departure for China in 1020. 
Shrotly afterwards the organization 
becamo associated with the China So 
clety, brandies of which now operato 
In many cities of tho United States. 
Function* Explained 

The functions of tho Hung Tao 
Society here, tho first of its kind In 
Canada, will be twofold. Chineso cul- 
ture In general will be studied and 
social activities followed. Tho move- 
ment has been sponsored primarily by 
the Department of Extra-Mural Relar 
tlons, tho Department of Chinese stud- 
ies, and tho McGill Women's Club. 

Lectures arc open to all and mem- 
bership granted on payment of an ini- 
tial fee of one dollar and a yearly fee 
of tho same amount. Over or.o hun- 
dred persons are now enrolled, and all 
officials will bo elected at the first 
meeting, Thursday February 12th, 5 
o'clock, at the Oversea* Club, Itfil 
•Bishop Btri

Dr. Walter M. Kolschnig's 
First Visit Caused Bul- 
garian Campaign 

Dr. 'Walter M. Kotschnig, general 
seoretary of the International Student 
Service, will visit McGill next Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday and will address 
several meetings of students. This 
will form part of tour which ho is 
making of the wholo of Canada. The 
Studonts' Executive Council has agreed 
to sponsor a meeting on Friday after- 
noon. This will be Dr. Kotschnlg's se- 
cond visit to McGill. 

Following his visit last year, the 
Dally sponsored a relief campaign for 
starving students In Bulgaria. Dr 
Kotschnig was a student In Austria 
following the war, and as such was 
one of tho first to be helped by the 
European Student Belief, which later 
took the name of tho International 
Student Service. He collaborated for 
somo time with the administration of 
the relief work In Austria and helped 
at the same time to organise the 
Student Christian Movement of that 
country. 

Baeama Secretary 

Later ho movod to Amsterdam and 
Kiel University where, after he had 
finished his studies In economics, ho 
became a lecturer. In 1025, he succeeded 
Conrad Hoffman as tho general secre- 
tary of the I.S.S. Ho was for some time 
interested in the German Youth Move- 
ment. 

Tho International Student Service Is 
attempting to remedy three fundamen- 
tal evils in tho universities, namely, 
social isolation, narrow nationalism, 
and specialist and vocationallst ten- 
dencies. The first is being combatted 
by means of self-help enterprises, In- 
dividual and collective, and regular

Doctor And Humorist De- 
scribe Charlatanry And 
Quackery to Students

will always be quacks to take 

advantage of us," declared Dr. 
Morris Fishbcin, B.Sc. M.P., in 
an address delivered at the 
forty-ninth annual medical 
dinner held in the Queen's Hotel 
on Saturday evening. Medical 
students of a i years packet: the 
Spanish Koom. Toasts were 
proposed to Dr. Fishbein as the 
Guest, of Honor, lo the Alma 
Mater, tho Faculty. the 
Graduating Class, and Our Sis- 
ter Universities. 

lu-, Fishbein, whoso subject was 
"Fads and Quarks', Is a graduate of 
Rush Medical School. Tho American 
Medical Journal, of which ho Is 
editor, specialises in exposing tho 
Various fads arid quackeries of med- 
icine. 

People Are Credulous 

"A noted humorist said that there 
was one crook horn every mlnuto to 
tnko advantago of sixty suckers", he 
stated. "People aro always credulous, 
particularly In tho matters of money, 
matrimony and medicine. However, 
regarding medicine, health oneo lost 
In .seldom regained; llfo never. 

"A charlatan Is usually a quack by 
nature and is ordinarily characterised 
by a remarkable personality and ap- 
pearance, nnd a long list of degrees 
never possessed. Quackery began 
before tho days of Hippocrates and 
was created by fear." went on the 
speaker. 

Numerous humorous examples of 
quacks wore given by Dr. Fishbcin. 
For instance, "Formerly 1 could not 
push tho baby buggy three blocks, but 
now I can swim the Colora-o Illve: 
with ono arm lied", nnJ 'licfo'o 
'cok your treatment no cr.c -:outd 
sleep with, mo and now anyone can".

K. N. Cameron Will Address 
English Literature Society 

"The Ulysses ot James Joyce" will 
be tho subject of address al tho next 
meeting of tho English Literature So- 
ciety. Tho meeting will bo held at 4 
o'clock on Wednesdty in room 3D, with 
K. X. Cameron as the speaker. Cam- 
eron was president ot tho Society last 
year, and besides being featuro Edi- 
tor of the l>ally this year, lie recent- 
ly received tlio distinction of being 
appointed nhodes Scholar for Quebec 
for 1031. 

"Ulysses" is considered by maiiy 
prominent critics as t lia outstanding 
contribution of our generation to Eng- 
lish Llleraturo nnd It is easily tho 
most discussed novel of the las* 
thirty years. Unfortunately it is a 
very difficult book to obtain owing to 
the so verily ot present day censorship 
laws, and while Joyce Is certainly 
very frank in speaking on sex topics 
he Is little franker than many other 
greater writers of tho past whose 
works aro now considered ns classics 
and arc available everywhere. 

James Joyce, said to bo tho greatest 
writer of tho Irish I'tcnaissanco of 
Letters, Is tho author of "Ulysses". It 
took seven years of steady writing 
to complote and Is as long as seven 
ordinary novels. Yet tho action Of 
this huge work Is confined wilhin 
nineteen or twenty hours. Tho au- 
thor U8C3 the "stream of conscloun- 
ness" method of narration first con- 
ceived by Henry James. Joyce Is al- 
so tho writer of "Dubliners", a book 
of short stories, and "a Portrait of tho 
Art! 't as a Young Man", a psycholc- 
glcal novel.

"Some sentimental rich 
person will leave a sum of money to- 
wards antl-vlvlsoctlon and their exec- 
utor will feel duty-bound to uphold 
Ibis view whether they believe It or 
not anil thus tho following grows. 
These same people will wear the furs 
and feathers and eat tho meat ot 
slaughtered animals without a qualm. 

"Further, when stray animals am 
picked up by tho society, they are put 
out of tho way by chloroform, that Is, 
they aro put under exactly the same 
conditions ns they would be In experi- 
mentation. In tills regard, tho cry 'of 
tho nntl-vlvlsectlonlsts is directed 
against tho working on dogs, which 
nro omnivorous animals very similar 
to humans. A hill has recently been 
enacted allowing experimentation on 
animals other than dogs, this being a 
sort of wedgo prying Into the hard 
shell of the criticism of antl-vlvlscc- 
tionists. 

"One of the sights I have been most 
amused by on my visit was on Satur- 
day afternoon when I saw several 
Chinamen skiing on the mountain. 
After coming from New Orleans last 
week whero tho temperature was TO 
degrees in the shade, it certainly felt 
cold up thero too," said tho Doctor.

DISLIKES EXTREMES 

Neither Very High Nor Low 
Tariff Dcsirahlc, Says 
Forum Speaker 

It Is better to sacrifice a little of 
our materia] gains In wealth through | 
tho imposition of a moderate tariff 
than loose our Individuality as a na- 
tion and as an cnipiro as a result of 
Tree trade. Tills was the opinion sub- 
mitted by W. Wallace Goforth M.A 
during a lecturo which he. delivered 
yesterday afternoon at the Y.M.C.A 
Forum on the. topic "Economic, Na- 
tionalism." 

Free trade would be feasible It peo- 
ple were mobile ami moving about con- 
tinually from placo to place, hut In a 
country like ours with nnblc. tradi- 
tions behind !t nro, must endeavour to 
build up and maintain a distinct na- 
tionalist outlook. We cannot allow 
th" English and Krcneh races to loose 
their distinctiveness by economic en- 
roachment on the part of other coun- 
tries it Is by means of n tariff, ac- 
cording to Mr. Goforth, that this can 
partly ho brought about. 

Continuing, the speaker emphasized 
the, fact If all manufacturers, indus- 
trialists etc. would act honestly be- 
hind a tariff wall, and not ina'.<c use 
of protection to exploit the consumer, 
I powerful nation could lie hull: up 
having an Individuality o£ its own In 
which everyono would be happy and 
content: It Is to this end after all 
tliat we r.ro aiming, and In the long 
run It will test tho nation's prosper- 
ity. 

Extremes Undesirable 

A: the outset Mr. Goforth made It 
clear th.it neither every high tariff 
nor an extremely low ono was p-e- 
forablo. A moderato amount of pro- 
tection was what was desirable in the 
opinion of the lecturer. During the 
present depression somo people have 
laid the blame at tho door of low tar- 
riff. Others, he said, had advocated 
greater application of tho principles 
ot economic nationalism through high 
tariff. Neither would meet the de- 
fect. The solution lies between the 
two extremes of policy.

''Mr. Shaw", began the tp. ker." Is 
a romanticist at heart who trios to 
make us bellevo that he is a realist, 
lie wrote 'St. Joan' to throw light on 
eternal problems. The emotional af- 
fect of the play has been won by the 
elucidation ot that historical theme 
plus moral passion. Sha is a reli- 
gious man of puritan tendeni les. He 
almost forgets St. Joan because he is 
so Interested in tho clash of the 
contending forces of mediaeval feudal- 
ism and tho new nationalism. 

Imprettive Introduction 

"Our first gllmrre ot the simple 
peasant girl Is Impressive. Sho has 
heen waiting In the eourtyar' ot 
Bcaudrecourt's castle and refuses 
to bo driven away. The manner in 
which sho persuades Braudrecourt to 
let her go to the court of tho uncrown- 
ed king Charles VII displays her 
common sense and self-confidence. 

"The second scene is laid at the 
court of Charles VII. Wo see the 
Archbishop of Rhelms and tho Cham- 
berlain in an angry mood on account 
of tho largo sum that the King owes 
them. The King arrives with a k'eked- 
dog expression lighted up by tho 
courage ot a man who can face tho 
facts of his own limitations.

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Dr. Kotsclmig'g Visit 

Of clubs and societies on the campus, 
cultural and non-cultural, racial and non- 
radical, religious and non-religious, social 
and non-social, academic and non-academic, 
there is no end. And it is well that it should 
be so. Within the bounds of the university 
all phases of life are to be found. It is but 
a microcosm of the world at large. If young 
people are to develop while at university 
(hen all scope should be given to them to 
do so. 

Seldom, if ever, do these clubs and so- 
cieties meet as a whole. There is no incenti- 
tivc for them to so do. When students meet 
as a whole it is generally relative to some- 
thing external to any particular club or so- 
ciety, yet something which strikes a com- 
mon note of appeal. 

On the occasions of common meeting 
then the true university attitude, which 
cannot be portrayed by any particular 
group, comes to the forefront. And such 
an attitude is one in which enthusiasm 
plays no little part. Able witnesses of this 
fact are to be seen in a football game at the 
Stadium, a hockey game at the Forum, the 
Mock Parliament and the Conversât. 

On Friday of this week the Students' 
Council have afforded us an opportunity 
of meeting upon a subject of common ap- 
peal. They are sponsoring the meet- 
ing at which Dr. Kotschnig, General 
Secretary of the International Student 
Service, of Geneva will speak. Of such a 
universal appeal no particular club could 
be wholely representative for the scope of 
the International Student Service is over 
and above political, racial and religious 
groups. The Students' Council as repre- 
sentative of all students on an impartial 
ground could alone be the rightful sponsor. 

The I.S.S., the more familiar name of 
the International Student Service, is not 
entirely unknown to students at McGill. 
Those who were here last year remember 
the Bulgarian Students' Belief Fund, pro- 
ject of the I.S.S., which was sponsored by 
this organ. Again they may have remem- 
bered hearing Dr. Kotschnig in the fall of 
that year. But for those who may have not 
eyen been aware of either of those two 
events, then there was an article in the last 
. issue of the McGill'ad. 

"An Experiment in Friendship" was 
.the caption used in that case and from the 
progress of the I.S.S., we can sec no better 
iname for its activity. Students of the whole 
i world are not as amicable as wc. in which 
,a great supposition is made. We arc at 
comparative ease in our own z ion, and only 
when something happens at Toronto do we 
istir. 

A new outlook in the Old World ha3 
been the cause of the originating of the ex- 
periment. For the New World the old out- 
look cannot be enough and we will find 
much to share in this idea of the Old 
■ World, old because of the repeated knocks 
and buffeting.-?. We have not become en- 
.veigled in Old World affairs very much. At 
least Ave think so, and our attitude has be- 
come one of a student Munroe Doctrine. 

But affairs which face students as a 
whole in Europe, and Asia and parts East, 
will of necessity be those which will face 
us in the not distant future. It is not a 
question of one faction in the old world 
/facing the other, but of a group of one age, 
;the younger and student body, facing a 
group of the other, the upholders of the 
old ideals. If the revolt of youth began in 
^Germany about 1912 then its outcôme is 
.being seen in practically all phases of Hie 
at the present time. 

The revolt, if we may still call it such, 
is not of the bloody type. It is one of the 
change of ideals. This one thing is de- 
finite, that causes which produced effects 
as seen in the affairs of men of the last 
decade or so are not those which students 
of the world want for their ideals. 

Distinctions such as nationalism, po- 
litics, religion and also class have been put 
by the board and the common ground of 
^'outh has been the meeting place. Of this 
common ground the inspiration has been 
Friendship. It grew, or was implimented, 
l>y a condition that was prevalent amongst 
students in Europe after the War, poverty. 

Co-operation was the keynote of this 



friendship and student co-operatives are 
to be found in many European universities. 
The common lot led to the desire to under- 
stand the affairs of the others. Cultural 
relations now forms the second most im- 
portant feature of the I.S.S., self-help 
having preeminence. 

Relations have become so involved and 
the understanding of them so manifest that 
work-students of Europe are now combin- 
ing with the people with whom they work 
for a better understanding. Within the last 
two years a new note has been struck in 
university circles and the New University 
is being mooted, its relation with the work- 
ing class being a distinctive feature. 

Problems of this and other phases will 
be the theme of Dr. Kotschnig's visit. It is 
hoped that he will be able to visit the Uni- 
versity of Montreal too, with whom such 
relations as have been promoted by the 
Students' Council are but one feature of 
the work of the I.S.S. 



Whence This Fame? 

Universities, it seems, are important 
things. The mere presence of one in a city 
is deemed worthy of mention by geogra- 
phies and gazetteers, and is proclaimed by 
guide books to the credulous tourist. 
Streets bear its name; restaurants and 
stores bestow ephemeral fame upon it. Cor- 
pulent aldermen point to fit with pride, 
and newspapers faithfully report what it 
does or says. In fact, each university, in 
its neighbourhood, seems to be well-known 
and often respected. . 

To some of us, inside looking out, the 
reason for this fame and admiration seems 
elusive. The average student manages to 
attend lectures and read what is required 
of him without being oppressed by any on- 
erous weight of learning. Lecture rooms 
are hard to imagine as centres of culture; 
nor do the courses of study lead ii.t'o the so- 
called mazy paths of knowledge. 

Is the world deluded by a deluge of de- 
grees? We listen to men who have formid- 
able arrays of letters tagging their names, 
but they are not convincing as exponents 
of erudition, nor do they seem the scholar- 
ly, learned professors that our school-boy 
imagination pictured. Faults, childishness, 
and prejudice can be seen in them, just as 
in our seventh year teachers. 

Disillusioned, we can only wonder 
from where the fame of universities has 
come. Perhaps we are not looking in the 
right place for- the answer— perhaps these 
professors, behind our backs, write intel- 
lectual writings and do erudite deeds of 
which we would never suspect them. What- 
ever it is, whether the public has been 
duped or not, it would be pleasant and 
soothing to recapture that blind admira- 
tion which causes home-towns to gaze awe- 
inspired at the local college boy.

Reply From Philislia 

Tho Editor, 

McGill Dally, 
Dear Sir, 

From his supernal minaret the solitary Mr. K. 
N*. Cameron at length surveys tho nebulous con- 
fines of that mythical land "Philislia". With all 
tho youthful energy of an "enthusiast for tho Idea" 
ho exposes tho pltlablo shortcomings of tho "Phlll- 
Istlnch" — creatures fabricated by his self-conscious 
genius, Unfortunately the Idea Is a vague one; and 
Uko a spectral scrape-goat Is commonly tho med- 
ium through which tho neglected genius exacts 
satisfaction for his ego from an lnapprcclallvo 
world. Macau I ay was regarded as tho Arch Philis- 
tine: yet what greater exponent of reason than 
he? — and, after all. this cult of tho Idea, of reason, 
or of beauty, each for Its own sake, may bo carried 
beyond tho golden mean inculcated by Horace. 
For theso phenomena possess no indepodent exist- 
ence, being strictly rcfcrablo to tho human mind. 
Tho very perslatenco of reason is a sign of its com- 
patibility with tho conditions under which we live; 
for, par contra, wo should perish. Iloason Is not 
an end to bo valued for itself: but merely an In- 
strument of thought which enables us to encompass 
our ends. 

So with beauty, which Is estimable merely as 
a sourco of exquisite schsallon and balanced stim- 
ulation. Thero Is no absotuto Ideal of beauty; for 
ideals aro related to tho minds which cherlBh them 
and aro perpetually becoming happily moro spirit- 
ual or haplessly more carnal. Beauty Is a star that 
is ever retiring before our aspiring flights through 
tho twilight of aHsurgent life. 

Mr. Cameron bids fair to present to us a modern 
Instance of tho philosophical litotaU of the past 
century (viz: -Lamb, Hazlltt, Arnold, et alia) who 
wrote entertainingly but mlslnformcdly on any sub- 
ject under the sun. Witness tho sciolism with which 
he asserts tho hereditary character of Philistinism, 
naively oblivious, It would scorn, of tho limiting 
factor of environment in the development of an 
hereditary endowment. And this ho does without 
an lota of substantiation, although his statement is 
diametrically oppoecd to current^ psychological 
opinion. Let Mr. Cameron entertain for a moment 
that lively Imagination of his with the possibility 
of attaining to a discerning appreciation of a Fugue 
of Bach's, a lyric of Shelley's, or a portrait by 
Rembrandt — that "painter of souls", amid tho sor- 
did surroundings of a city slum. Why! these tastes 
arc universally conceived to be acquired by educa- 
tion under moro favourable clrcumstunces than 
arc often accessible to higher strata of society. Even 
tho embryonic virtuoso proceeds from simple tastes 
In melody or portaraiture to moro claborato harmon 
les. Mr. Cameron's world of infant prodigies must 
bo relegated for tho nonco lo his phrontistry. 

When Mr. Cameron derived his unique views 
on Chaucer as an aloof visionary we aro at loss to 
conjecture. Surely, by tho token of his poetry ono 
would be moro inclined to agree with Aldous Hux- 
ley that "Chaucer docs not go to nature as the 
symbol of somo furiher spiritual reality; hills 
flowers, sea, and clouds aro not, for him, trans- 
parencies through which tho workings of a great 
soul aro visible. No, they are opaque; he likes them 
for what they are, things peasant and beautiful 
and Ttot less delicious because they aro of tho .earth 
earthly.—" But we leave Mr. Cameron to expound 
his own view.

EDUCATIONAL MILK FOR AMERICAN 
BABES 

A course carrying regular college credit has re- 
cently been announced by Barnard Collcgo which 
provides for several hours' supervised rest each 
day. Tho students in this courso will bo required to 
recll.no leisurely In deck chairs, and at specified 
times will bo served milk and crackers. 

The purpose of this course is superficially com- 
mendable: students aro worn out by activities, ath- 
letics, lato studying, this, that, and the other; they 
won't of their own accord tak* cars of themselves; 
therefore, It Is Iho colleges' duty to take care of 
them whether they want to bo healthy or not. 

This Is Hot a purely local situation at Barnard; 
It is a frank udmisslon of a tendency which per- 
vades tho entiro American college system. "1 am 
convinced," tho Dean of Columbia College once re- 
marked, "that tho youth of college ago at the pre- 
sent time aro as Immature morally and as crude 
socially as thny aro undeveloped montally." 

All right, granted! Also granted, thnt tho agencies 
of a university official and unofficial which under- 
take this minuto regulation of student conduct are 
wiser, moro experienced, and better able than the 
students to do It themsclvee! Then, what 13 to be 
done about 11? 

First it might be well to ses what has caused 
the condition. Tho students were babied along in 
high school— their play was supervised, their rest 
given in doses, their reading spoon-fed, etc., etc., 
Similarly they have been coddled along through 
college — as freshmen, as sophomores, as Juniors, 
and even as seniors. When they haven't made their 
grades they have been wept over by the university; 
when they haven't made good In activities they 
have been stormed at by the university; when they 
haven't acted as many people in authority would— 
again, who aro no doubt wiser and moro experi- 
enced — they have been Jumped on. The fault has 
beon oxpcdlontly glossed over; and tho underlying 
condition has been made worse. 

And hero Is tho last straw; When tho students 
haven't rcslod, tho collego hns enticed them by 
dangling credits before tholr eyes Into reclining in 
dock choira and drinking their milk without 
squalling. Thank heavens, thoy haven't forgotten 
tho milk for theso Barnard babes— we can nil rest 
easily now that wo aro assured that they will get. 
their regular fcodinps.

'Continued from Pago One) 
sense cannot bo attained" said the 
speaker. Wo cannot keep our money 
and products In Canada. These com- 
modities, especially tho surplus pro- 
ducts must bo sent out to other coun- 
tries In return for thoso things which 
we cannot either grow or produce 
here in Canada. Tho same applios to 
all nations. Wo might grow bananas 
and oranges In hothouses but to at- 
tempt such would not ho within the 
bounds or reason. Consequently this 
type of nationalism is not to be 
thought of. 

Suggest Two Goals 
There are two goals however which 
we should aim at. In lieu of economic 
nationalism. These, according to the 
spea.kcr, are. In the first place, freat- 
er productive and commercial activity, 
and In tho second place diversity of 
Industry for the benefit of all con- 
cerned. As a means to these ends Mr. 
Goforth cited ten stops. Tho first and 
probably tho foremost of these is the 
application of a customs tariff for 
protection. Tho other moans in order 
wore tho formulating of oriental prop- 
erty laws: escluslvo coastal shipping 
acts to develop a strong merchant 
marine; trade through our own ports; 
embargoes on the export of raw ma- 
terials; stringent Immigration restric- 
tions: native, product preference: 
state bounties on nativo products and 
subsidies to help weak industries; 
subsldatlon of railways; transporta- 
tion on our own railways and water- 
ways. 

Views Described 

In conclusion iho lecturer said that 
th'.-ro were two ways of looking at 
economic nationalism, first the tele- 
scopic and second the microscopic 
view. Tho individual citizen In the 
first case looks upon this phenomenon 
In tho interests of tho country as a 
whole; in tho second caso he is Inter- 
ested In himself as a selfish individual. 
Summing up tho question of tariff Mr. 
Goforth made clear that each item 
had to be studied separately. No gen- 
eral tariff could bo applied.

Good Prospects 

Tho Norwich squad has built up a 
strong reputation in this department 
of sports, having won five meets in as 
many starts last year, McGHI's victory 
ever the hard fighting army men 
ought to convince tho most pessimistic 
that the Canadian Intercollegiato B.W.

the King and Queen but Joan Picks 
out Charles, the dowdiest man in the 
court. When she ta. alone with him she 
tries to put courage into the weak 
Dauphin and finally succeeda. He 
hnnda over the army to her and 
enthusiasm comes over the court. 
Relief of Orleans 

"Shaw shows only a tiny military 
scene on the silver Loire In which the 
Trench army is waiting for the wind 
to change so as to enablo them to 
relievo Orleans. He leaves you to 
Imagine tho rest of the war and the 
feeling in tho minds ot the English 
that Joan is a witch. 

"We then como to the magnificent 
fourth scene. Wo see tho insldo of a 
tent and a chaplain seated at a table. 
He is a narrow English patriot. Oppo- 
site him sits tho Earl of Warwick, a 
feudal nobleman of ironic humour. The 
chaplain cannot understand why ho In 
so calm under so many defeats. Pierro 
Cochon, Bishop of Beau vais, appears 
to enqulro as to the disposal of Joan. 
Instead of a villain Shaw depicts him 
as a representative ot the Church at 
its best. Cochon is Incorruptible and 
hits no political vision. Shaw is not 
interested In what men do as crimin- 
als but what they do when acting 
from the highest motives. Tho play 
represents the clash not of \Irtue and 
vlco but of virtues alone. Individual 
genius in tho shape of Joan thrcateia 
tho stablo Institutions of feudalism. 
Captura And Trial 

"Joan tried to press on to Paris, was 
captured by the Burgundlans and sold 
by^ them to tho English who placed 
her on trial. Shaw contends that the 
trial was as fair 'as any held from 
1314 to 1918 such as that of Edith 
Cavcll. .The Inquisitor concentrates 
on tho main charge of heresy. Ono of 
tho Dominicans claims that her heresy 
Is ot no consequence. The Inquisitor 
In a long speech explains that such 
a small heresy leads to horriblo re- 
sults. It meant xettlng up private 
Judgment against the authority of the 
Church. 

"Cochon and the Inqulstor question 
Joan kindly for they are only hostile

Medical Dinner

Mesmerism. About this time, Ellsha 
Perkins, tho first American Quack, 
Invented an electrical machine for 
drawing out people's Ills. Out of this 
grew the Cult of Tractorisin ot 
Pcrklnism. As Is tho rule, however, 
these orders disappear In ono genera- 
tion. 

Mind Therapy was also developed 
about this time, the treatment being 
rubbing tho patient's abdomen with 
ono hand and tho" head or feet with 
tho other, and drawing out the 
disease. Peculiar prescriptions wore 
also sold to credulous people, for in- 
stance, tho one called the "Rush's 
Thunderbolt", which, consisted of ten 
grains of jolop and ten grains of cal- 
omel. For tho cure ot hysteria at 
theso times, tho doctor would np- 
pproach tho patient with some ice- 
water behind his back. 

"Charlatans arc likely to movo a 
groat deal," declared Fishbcln. In 
the United States at present there 
aro about ten million believers In 
Charlatanism and thirty-seven faith 
healing culls." 

Osteopathy, ho explnlned, began In 
1S72. Chlropracty consists ot the 
first threo weeks ot Osteopathy. This 
was advanced by tho dlscovory of 
Bacteriology and has been nicknamed 
tho "prolongation of Infancy". Osteo- 
pathy is considered tho restoration of 
all tho tissues of tho body to their 
natural function. Osteopathy Is said 
to enter by tho back door while 
Chlropracty comes in by tho base- 
ment. Mild deafness constitutes a 
great field for Chlropracty 

B. J. Palmer was a great advocate 
ot this cult and practised by two 
systems: firstly, tho meal ticket 
system, by which It was necessary to 
hnvo twenty treatments to create a 
cure; secondly, Iho non-returnable 
kimona by which a klmona, for which 
a patient, paid a largo sum, was left 
in a steel locker so that ho had to 
return for It. 

Palmer also invented tho Neuro 
Calorimeter, which he hitched lo the 
patient's spine, and by which he could 
tell which vertebra was out of place. 
Albert Abrahams ot New Orleans, 
previously an earnest physician, de- 
veloped Spondylo Therapy. This treat- 
ment consisted of beating I lie spine 
with a rubber hammer. People follow- 
ing theso cults belong to tho Intell- 
igentsia — these are poop'" who arc- 
educated beyond their intellect. To- 
day there aro two thousand prac- 
titioners of Charlatanism. 

"Galon Wlltshluo invented the 
magnetic horsccollar by which he 
profossed ho could magnetise tho Iron 
In the blood. There are now thousands 
imitations ot this in tho United 
States. 

Quackery Held Dear 

"Americans never give up ono form 
of quackery till another harder and 
moro difficult to believe comes along," 
said tho speaker. "Brlnkley, known as 
"tho goat transplanter of Kansas", 
Introduced this now fad. The goat Is 
symbolised by vim. vigor and - verily. 
Brlnkley charged seven hundred and 
fifty dollars for rejuvinating an old 
man with tho glands of an old goat, 
a thousand dollars for rejuvinating a 
middle-aged man with a mlddlengcd 
goat, and one thousand two hundred 
and fifty dollars for rejuvinating a 
young man with a young goat. Besides 
this, Brinkley formed an association 
of drugglBts. lie would describe the 
symptoms of an aliment and then 
read tho number of his prescription 
over tho radio and thus ho derived 
an income of about twelve thousand 
a week. 

"Tho average man knows nothing 
ot science and becomes an easy prey 
for Charlatans," declared Dr. Fish- 
bcln. "Pasteur's advlco to his young 
associates was "bo skeptical", "and I 
pass this advlco on to you". 



lo her for public and not personal 
reasons.

(Continued from Pago One) 
broad, especially made for a refectory 
Tho wholu aspect is one of somb. 
austerity, which Is enhanced by the 
contrasting- dark' and white of tho nar- 
row corridors. 

In 1737 a staircase was put Into 
this building, and most of it remains 
The delicate bannisters and their or- 
naments, and the wide .sweep at tne 
bottom, aro characteristic ot the 
period. 

Architecture Austere 

The austerity of Mich aichltccturo 
is often gr-cciess, went on tho speak 
or, but it Is expressed in its beaut 
ful form in the C'.'snlliio Moiias'.:» 
Threo Rivers. Thl| buio iga to the 
Eighteenth Century and is cue ot t'.io 
few beautiful examples .if its type. 

Tho farm of St. Gabriel, Point SI. 
Charles, was Illustrated among other 
It is ono of the r.h-cst in tha province, 
belonging lo tho lato Sevenlce.i 
Cohtu.-y. Houses ot this sort > 
contain rnro old furnitur'!, and the 
lecturer gave slides ot some examples. 
Purchaie Is Elus-ve 

Ono massive tu Uclo, resembling a 
modern sideboard, had bce.i sold tin. 
times. Etch f-*io, however, t'.ie li- 
censor ound It was too go lo bo 
removed from its home, and pcrfu.-co 
It is still there. Doors, panelling, and 
walnscottlng aro to bo found, o. 
beauty In execution and worthy of 
preservation. 

Tho years from 1770-1790 from a 
period ot great architectural activity, 
Professor Traqua Ir continued. Much 
woodwork, too, was mado during this 
lime, and numerous chairs and a desk 
wero Illustrated by means of slides, 
Typa Described 

Characteristics of houso' architec- 
ture included irregular windows, 
steep roofs, and little cava projection. 
Stone sinks were common features 01 
tl.c Interior, and wero drained by a 
trough leading outside, — an arrange- 
ment, t lie speaker pointed out, which 
Is sanitary as long as too much tti 
not poured In. 

This typo of architecture Is neither 
French nor English in style, but typl 
cally French-Canadian. Tho construc- 
tion is original and essentially adapt- 
ed to tho country. 

Preservation Urged 

In concluding, Professor Traqualr 
strongly attacked the' modern' tend- 
ency to sweep aside theso old build- 
ings. This, he claimed, is often done 
for no reason at all, except that tho 
average educated man is uninterest- 
ed in the old dwellings. Ho pleaded 
for objections to spoliation of these 
landmarks.
